DEATH. CLAIM 
FATHER SAVAGE 


INFIRMITIES OF AGE END LIFE 
OF DISTINGUISHED PASTOR 
OF HOLY TRINITY, DETROIT 


Death Saturday afternoon, termin- 
ated the struggle of Rt. Rev. Mon- 
signor James Savage, pastor of Most 
Holy Trinity church, Detroit, and- one 
of Michigan’s best loved priests, 
against the increasing infirmities of 
advanced age. Had Monsignor Sav- 
jage lived, he would have reached his 
(eightieth birthday on Jnauary 8. He 
died at his home, 1050 Porter street. 

Monsignor Savage or, as he was 
more familiarly known to thousands, 
Dean Savage, was born in Sylvan 
itownship, Washtenaw county, . Jan-

‘The probabilities are that General 
Motors Corporation is preparing to 
bring out a new six cylinder Chevro- 
let to sell for the same prices as 
Ford’s new model. If this is true, 
many of the motor manufacturing 
companies will suffer.

This is about $64,000,000 less 
than the estimated expenditures of the 
currént: fiscal year of 1828, but repre- 
{ sents an Increase of about $63,000,000
